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Outstanding Canadian Philatelists 


By V. G. GREENE, F.R.P.S.L. 


DONALD A. KING 


One of Canada's early philatelists 
was the late Donald A. King and for 


recording of fundamental philatelic 
information of British North 
America few of later generations 
have excelled him. Stanley Gibbons' 
“Monthly Journal’ of the 90's report- 
ed his findings which had resulted 
from keen observation of the early 
B.N.A. stamps which had passed 
through his hands in quantities un- 


heard of today. In 1914 the Nova 
Scotia Historical Society published 
his paper on ‘Postage Stamps of 


Nova Scotia’ which is still read with 
interest. His findings were rarely 
challenged and many of the articles 
appearing in later years were trace- 
able to his basic writings. It was a 
constant source of annoyance for 
him to find philatelists writing 
learnedly on some phase of B.N.A. 
stamps by using his material freely 
without giving him credit therefor. 


Undoubtedly the most famous deal 
he ever made, and with which his 
name will always be associated, was 
the purchase, in conjunction with the 
late A. A. Bartlett, of the remainders 
of the Nova Scotia ‘Cents’ issue. As 
an employee of the Halifax Post 
Office King was mystified by the 
disappearance of the unused postage 
stamps on hand when that Province 
entered Confederation. As he found 
no evidence of their destruction he 
was convinced they were still in ex- 
istence. Eventually he unearthed a 
record which solved the mystery; the 


Federal authorities had received 
them and they were stored in the 
vaults of the Post Office  Depart- 


ment at Ottawa. The story of the 
purchase by King and Bartlett of 
these beautiful stamps, and their 
sale through Gibbons of London and 
the Scott Stamp & Coin Co. of New 
York has been told elsewhere but the 
number of stamps constituting the 
‘remainders’ has never been disclosed. 
Mr. Fred Jarrett, who knew King 
well, believes the syndicate paid face 
value for them. Incidentally, Mr. 


—5 
Jarrett obtained from Mr. King's 
daughter the metal box in which 
these stamps were stored, an  inter- 


esting relic of 
days. 

Mr. King’s stamp dealings were 
conducted under the name of his 
daughter Emily as he was unable to 
engage directly in any business with- 
out affecting his status as a Civil 
Servant subject to pension. One of 
the rarest items to pass through his 
hands was a letter from the P.M.G. 
of Newfoundland informing a brother 
P.M.G. of the existence of Newfound- 
land stamps, which he illustrated by 
attaching down the left margin one 
of each value of the first issue in 
immaculate unused condition. This 
unique 'piece' is now in the Lichten- 
Stein collection. 

Mr. King joined the Post Office 
Department at Halifax in 1886 and 
in 1907 was in charge of the British 
and Foreign Mail branch and in 1924 
was appointed Postmaster. Brother 
philatelists who visited him were al- 
ways genially received and on leav- 
ing felt they had profited by the 
meeting. Mr. King died at Halifax on 
July 28, 1934 in his 71st year.

HAMILTON PHILATELIC SOCIETY 


The Annual Meeting and Election 
of Officers of the Hamilton  Phila- 
telic Society was held the 12th of 
June at the home and spacious 
grounds of Mr. Hugh H. Mockler on 
the Lakeshore Highway in  Burling- 
ton beside the rolling waters of old 
Lake Ontario. 

The Hamilton  Philatelie Society 
have come through an almost un- 
precendented situation this last sea- 
son in which three of it's most faith- 
ful members died within a month of 
one another in the persons of Art 
and Percy Rankin and Tom H. Hay- 
hurst. This recalls that during the 
first year of the  club's existence 
(1930-31) J. G. Hibbard, Gord. Perry 
and Seabert Glassco who helped to 
form the club died during that sea- 
son. Another unprecendented  situa-

through illness and the Ist Vice 
President, Bert Rolls was duly elect- 
ed president. His sojourn was cut 
short after the Annual Dinner in 
April by his firm sending him to 
Mexico to take charge of a factory 
there. The H.P.S. again without a 
president, the 2nd Vice, Mr. Mockler 
shouldered the responsibility until 
this meeting was called. 

- Though the meeting was scheduled 
for five, it was well after five-thirty 
before last year's president, Harold 
Humby took the chair. After the 
minutes were read, the Chairman 
called for the nomination of a 
President, in which Hugh  Mockler 
was unanimously elected. He took 
the chair and presided over election 
of remaining officers in which Dr. 
L. S. Barlett and Barney Marsailles 
were elected 1st and 2nd Vice-Presi- 
dents. Messrs. Ward Appleton and 
Stroud were elected members of the 
executive committee and Art Winton, 
Hon. Sect.-Treas. The new president, 
read an article from Gibbon's Stamp 
Monthly regarding the new issue of 
stamps for the Crown  Colonies to 
commemorate the Royal Wedding 
with the objections stressed on high 
values to be issued that are not 
necessary. After some discussion, the 
meeting retired from labour to  re- 
freshment to the long table on the 
screened-in verandah where Hugh 


Mockler craved the roast, which was 
followed by a beef-steak pie; and 
many salads to be topped off with 
the famous Mockler trifle and coffee. 

Past President Cyril Woodhead, of 
the C.P.S. also attended the meeting. 
Another drizzle arrived to spoil the 
usual croquet game following the 
session so the meeting adjourned for 
the summer to meet again the third 
Tuesday in September. 


JAPANESE SPECIALISTS 


Our item in last issue re a 
American Japanese Stamp Club 
brings to light information on the 
International Japanese Philatelie 
Specialists Study Club. Capt. Wm. 
H. Talbot, 449 Rathgar Ave. Win- 
nipeg, is the organizer and president. 
The Patron, Monsieur Gallois, is the 
largest holder of the Philatelia of 
Japan in the World. He was the 
Consul General for France in the 
Orient for many years, and resided in 
Tokyo, amassing by purchase Phila- 
telic Material, which to-day is price- 
less and in many instances the only 
material of its kind known to exist. 
Honorary President is Mr. Ichiro 
Yoshida, Japan's greatest Expert in 
Philately and the leading Stamp 
Dealer over a period of 40 years in 
Japan. Capt. Talbot, the President 
has specialized in the Philately of 
Japan for the past 35 years and his 
holdings are very large. He has 
operated a Japanese Study Club (by 
correspondence) for over 25 years, 
including the time from which the 
Club was enlarged to inelude the 
World, on an International basis. on 
the 26th of March 1946. The 1st Vice 
President, R. P. Alexander is an 
Expert both in Philately and the 
Language. The Directors are elected 
to represent various sections of the 
World. Club members are located in 
various Hawaiian Islands.  Philip- 
pines, Japan, Palestine, now 
ISRAEL, France, Germany and other 
countries,

P0). Philatelic Services Reduced 


As shown in the P.O.D. circular 
reproduced in connection with this 
introduction, the Canada Post Office 
is cutting services of its Philatelic 
Division. Under the new policy they 
anticipate setting aside only  suf- 
ficient stock of new issues of stamps 
to cover a two-year period. Sale of 
O.H.M.S. stamps has been discontin- 
ued and postal stationery for col- 
lection purposes through the agency 
his also been discontinued. They an- 
nounce that it will not be a Depart- 
mental policy to provide First Day 
Cover Service or cachets for First 
Flight Covers. With the passing of 
the late A. S. Deaville, the Philatelic 
Division lost an invaluable friend of 
the collector. It had been anticipated 
since his death that the Agency 
would be hard put to find a capable 
successor. Their circular seems the 
answer. On the face of it holders of 
stocks of O.H.M.S. stamps and postal 
stationery would seem to have some- 
thing due for a raise. 


The circular follows: 


Postage Stamps For 
Collection Purposes 


The Philatelic Section of the Post 
Office Department was inaugurated 
for the purpose of protecting individ- 
ual collectors and small dealers who 
sometimes find that certain postage 
stamps are difficult to obtain immed- 
iately after the general use thereof 
has been discontinued. 

It has been decided that in all 
future general issues only sufficient 
stock will be retained in the Philatelic 
Section to cover a period of approx- 
imately two years after the final 
distribution by the Postage Stamp 
Section to Postmasters throughout 
the country. This should give the in- 
dividual collector ample time to ob- 
tain his requirements. 


First Day And First Flight Covers 
And Special Cachet Designs 


(1) It is not now Departmental 
policy to provide First Day Cover 
Service on the occasion of new post- 
age stamp issues in Canada. How- 
ever, notices announcing new postage 
stamp issues will continue to be sent 

to all persons whose names 


on NEW ISSUES mailing list main- 
tained by the Philatelic Section. 

(2) It is not now Departmental 
policy to provide cachets or service 
First Flight Covers on inaugural air 
mail flights originating in Canada. 
Official announcements will no longer 
be issued and the FIRST FLIGHTS 
mailing list, maintained by the Phila- 
telic Section of the Post Office De- 
partment, has been abolished. 

(3) Cachets wil no longer be 
used by the Post Office Department. 
An exception wil be made in those 
cases where municipalities, chambers 
of commerce, etc. desire that a 
cachet be used and are willing to 
pay the eost of the cachet. Permis- 
sion to use cachets under these cir- 
cumstances must be obtained from 
the Post Office Department.

Postal Stationery 


The sale of postal stationery, i.e., 
postcards, envelopes, etc. for col- 
lection purposes, through the  Phila- 
telie Section, has been discontinued.

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The Tragedy Behind a Postage Stamp 


By LEWIS RAVENSCROFT 


Editor’s Note:—Following is a 
paper from our Editorial Library 
written shortly after issue of the 
stamp covered, by the late A. S. 
Deaville, who used the pen-name, 
Lewis Ravenscroft. 





There is an unusual story behind 
the 50c violet stamp of Canada’s new 
regular issue which was released on 
the ist of June, 1935—a tragic story, 
and some will say, a sordid one. The 
stamp carries a vignette showing the 
Legislative Buildings of the Province 
of British Columbia at Victoria. 


In selecting a subject illustrative 
of Canada's Pacific Province and 
especially of the famous beauty-spot 
at her western gateway, the officials 
at Ottawa had no inkling of the far- 
away domestie tragedy, then swiftly 
drawing to its close, which will al- 
ways be associated in the minds of 
informed philatelists with this beau- 
tiful stamp. It is not often that a 
stamp is directly tied up with a first- 
rate murder sensation in private life, 
but this one is. Possibly such a thing 
has never happened before in all the 
long history of philately. 

British Columbia's stately Legisla- 
tive Buildings (the “Parliament 
Buildings" as they are locally but 
inaccurately called) were designed by 
a gifted architect named Francis 
Mawson Rattenbury, an Englishman 
of private means who practised archi- 
tecture as a profession in Victoria 
from about 1895 to 1925 and designed 
many important Canadian buildings, 
including some of the palatial hotels 
operated by the Canadian Pacific 


Railway Company. Reputedly a mil- 


lionaire, Mawson  Rattenbury  pre- 
ferred to follow a useful occupation 
rather than idle away his days in the 
delightful surroundings of Canada's 
loveliest city, a place which even Kip- 
ling's restrained pen could describe 
only by a series of superlatives. 
The Legislative Buildings at Vic- 
toria, perhaps  Rattenbury's best- 
known work, have been aptly de- 
scribed as the “dome-capped palace of 
some fairy principality.” They have 
an unrivalled frontage on the blue 


Pacific, and their highly original and 
almost elfin charm seldom fails to 
hold the visitor spellbound. Some- 
thing of their soft, mauve-grey beau- 
ty is conveyed by the colour of the 
stamp, which either by accident or 
design follows the shade of the Had- 
dington stone which nearly forty of 
Victoria's pellucid summers have 
warmed and softened to the delicate 
hues of a Pacific pearl. 

The writer very well remembers 
the numerous occasions when Ratten- 
bury gave him an unasked-for lift in 
his Rolls-Royce, a car that must have 
cost at least twenty-five thousand 
dollars, but was obviously regarded 
by its owner as a mere convenience 
to be taken miles out of its way if 
by so doing a casual acquaintance 
could be accommodated. 

. It seems tragic that such a talent- 
ed and kindly man should be the vic- 
tim of a particularly brutal murderer, 
but such was indeed his fate. The 
case was the usual triangular affair, 
but, it has one or two features that 
make it remarkable from the crimin- 
ologist's point of view. 

Rattenbury, after being a widower 
for some years, married a second 
time in 1927. His second wife, a 
native of Victoria, was much younger 
than the rather elderly retired archi- 
tect. Alma Victoria Rattenbury was 
a gifted song-writer, and in that 
capacity acquired a considerable 
reputation under the name of “Lo- 
zanne." Of late years the Ratten- 
burys made their home in Bourne- 
mouth, England, a popular health re- 
sort much like Victoria in some ways. 

On the 24th of March last Ratten- 
bury was found in his English villa 
in a dying condition, his head terribly 
mangled by a heavy wooden mallet. 
Obviously it was one of these cases 
where the elderly husband had been 
“in the way.” Both Mrs. Rattenbury 
and the family chauffeur, a young 
fellow of eighteen named George 
Percy Stoner, confessed to the crime 
and subsequently denied it. It is 
here that the case becomes fascinat-

Effective 1st July, all letter mail 
posted in Canada addressed for de- 
livery in Canada (including  reg- 
istered letters), weighing one ounce 
or less, prepaid at the first class 
matter rate of 4c, will be given air 
transmission when delivery of such 
mail can be expedited. 

The foregoing also applies to cor- 
respondence weighing one ounce or 
less, addressed to Federal  Govern- 
ment Departments at Ottawa, which

The 
necessary registered fee must be 


paid on correspondence addressed to

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Early Canada Bank Bill 


Mr. Wm. A. Beatty, of St. Cath- 
arines sends us an old bank note 
which we illustrate above. This item 
is unsigned and undated, other than 
185—, thus we would say our sub- 


scriber’s copy is an uncirculated bill. 
It, however, is a nice piece of work 
but regret that its particular shade 
of blue ink made it impossible to be 
reproduced clearly. Mr. Beatty writes 
as follows: 

I am enclosing a Canadian Zim- 
merman Bank Bill that was legally 
issued in the early 50's. You will see 


on it the first Suspension Bridge that 


was built 100 year ago. You will see 
the Building below the figure “3” is 
the first Clifton House that housed 
Royality and it was where the Prince 
of Wales, later Edward VIl was a 
guest. The second Clifton House built 
on the same site, was likewise 
destroyed, and the famous  Oake 
Garden now takes it place. These 
Bills were issued by Tappan  Carp- 
enter & Co. of Montreal, and I wish 
to point out that they issued the 1st 
issue Canadian Bill Stamp and to my 
mind they were typographed. 





PLATE BLOCKS SCARCE 


An American subscriber writes:— 
“Of special interest has been the 
column “About Plate Blocks", in 
both the April and May issues, by 
Scotia. As he states in his article, a 
collector graduates from used to 
mint stamps, then to mint blocks. 
The Canadian plate blocks are, in my 
eyes, especially attractive because of 
the nice description of the stamp in- 
stead of just a number as on our 
American stamps. 

Seotia also brings to our attention 
the fact that plate blocks are one 
hundred times as scarce as the 
stamp. May I state here that this is 
a great understatement since, as you 


no doubt know that the Canadian. 


Post Offices tear off the plate blocks 
thus making them many thousand 
times scarcer than the stamp. I can- 
not explain my amazement when I 
learned of this practice. The reason 
given was that they could not supply 
a plate block to everyone so they did 


not give out any. How foolish, since 
very few people who buy stamps 
want a plate block or might I go 
farther and say how few even know 
what a plate block is. We all know 
that they are available to some folks 
but if you are not a big collector or 
do not have an “In” at the Post 
Office there are just none available. 
I have read many times of how 
anxious Canada is to promote  Phil- 
ately. To me it seems that this 
practice is a good way to retard it 
and also to create a black market 
situation in Plate Blocks.”—Mrs. E. 
Gonyou, Detroit, Mich.

ing to the psychologist and the stu- 
dent of murder mysteries. 

The English jury was faced with 
the difficult problem of placing the 
guilt.

An appeal was made on behalf of 
Stoner and rejected by the Higher 
Court.

At last, on June 24th, the 
Home Secretary announced that the 
death sentence had been commuted 
to life imprisonment, and the British 
public heaved a sigh of relief. 


It seems doubtful whether Stoner 
shared this feeling of relief.  Per- 
haps he too, like his paramour, 
would have chosen death as the best 
way out. As it is he faces years of 
imprisonment while yet on the 
threshold of manhood. 


And so behind this beautiful stamp 
there lies a tragic story of three 
ruined lives, another of the many ro- 
mances and tragedies revealed by 
the study of philately. 


NEW AUSTRALIAN STAMP 


“On 12th July, 1948, the Australia 
Postmaster General's Department 
will issue a stamp of the 2%d. de- 
nomination to commemorate WIL- 
LIAM JAMES FARRER who by his 
pioneer research in wheat breeding 
was responsible for the development 
of those varieties which resist dis- 
ease and drought and show a marked 
improvement in yield and quality of 
flour. 


The new stamp, which is vertical 
in arrangement, and similar in size 
and color to the current 21d. stamp, 
has as its dominant central motiff a 
bust portrait of the late William 
James Farrer reproduced from a 
photograph obtained from the Mit- 
chell Library.
